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Sikeston Ouster Suit Held Up 
Temporarily Pending Utilities 
Hearing Scheduled For Wed. 


Ouster proceedings 
against 
the 


Missouri Utilities 
Co., 
requesting 


that the Company move 
its 
poles, 
wires and other distribution 
system 


equipment from the streets 
of 
the 


city have been drafted and delivered 
to the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
in Jefferson City. 
At present, however, the matter is 
being held in obeyance by Stratton 
Shartel, Attorney-General, 
pending 
the outcome of a hearing of a 
plea 
filed by the Missouri Utilities Com­ 
pany, asking for consideration of 
a 
petition recently circulated in 
this 
city, asking for a vote of the people 
on the proposition of ousting 
the 
company, or allowing it to remain. 
This hearing has been scheduled for 
August 19, next Wednesday, acord- 
ing to Roger Bailey, who 
returned 
from Jefferson City Tuesday evening. 
The suit, while it must be brought 
in the name and by the consent of the 
Attorney-General, will be prosecuted 
by Attorney Bailey. 
Thus the attor­ 
ney general is holding up 
the 
pro­ 
ceedings temporarily until after the 
public hearing. 
The Sikeston suit sets up two ma­ 
jor points in 
support 
of its ouster 
charge. 
The first is that the com­ 
pany is operating without 
a fran­ 
chise, and has been since its expira­ 


tion December 16, 1922. 
The second 
point is that service rendered by the 
Sikeston Municipal Plant is adequate 
to take care of the entire load. 
In 
that connection it is held by propon­ 
ents of the ouster suit, that the $150,- 
000 municipal investment should not 
unnecessarily be placed in jeopardy 
by being forced to remain in compe- 
tion with a privately owned 
plant, 
thus proving a loss to taxpayers. 
Disappointed job seekers and oth­ 
ers who favor retention of the High 
Line Company in active competition 
with 
the 
Municipal 
Plant, 
claim 
among other things that competition 
will tend to keep rates at a minimum. 
In that connection it should be point­ 
ed out that minimum rates 
would be 
forthcoming far sooner if competi­ 
tion were out of the way, paving the 
way for increased profits from carry­ 
ing a maximum load at a fixed pro­ 
duction charge. 
Several members of the 
Supreme

An edict 
easily understood caused 
temporary consternation among thir­ 
ty or so customers of the Municipal 
Water Plant Tuesday. 
In a few curt words the City Coun­ 
cil in special session 
Monday night 
ruled: 
“no pay, no water” and or­ 
dered Commissioner Lon Swanner to 
discontinue service to a limited num­ 
ber of customers addicted to chronic 
non-payment of debts. 
Of the thirty 
affected, twenty-four had found suf­ 
ficient change in the family savings 
department by Wednesday afternoon, 
to clear up the entire debt, and 
to 
ask for reinstatement of service. 
The system of cutting off custom­ 
ers in arrears over sixty days will be 
continued, according to 
City 
Dads 
and those in charge of the water de­ 
partment. 


October billings will again be made 
at the “old rate”, the Council order­ 
ed at its special 
meeting 
Monday 
night. 
For some months there has 
been talk of reducing the top step of 
$1.25 for the first step of 2000 gal­ 
lons, to the original rate of $1.00. The 
new ruling calls 
for 
a 
minimum 
charge of $1.00 minimum for 
2000 
gallons, and reinstatement of the old 
rate for additional gallonage. 
A saving of approximately 
S225 
per month will be made to consum­ 
ers in this reduction, according to es­ 
timates of Elmos 
Taylor, 
collector 
and Lon Swanner, water commission­ 
er. 


A committee of Councilman Otto 
Hahs and Lon Swanner was appoint­ 
ed to assist the regular Council Com­ 
mittee of Jos. L. Matthews,

Wagoner and E. H. Smith to inspect

The 
McKnight-' 
Keaton Grocery Company Thursday 
morning reported sales this season of 
96,000 glass cans, quarts, half gal­ 
lons and a few pints. 
All of them 
went into a trade radius of approxi­ 
mately 30 miles, including Campbell, 
Steele, 
Caruthersville, 
Charleston 
and nearby points. 
In the concen­ 
trated trade area near Sikeston, J. 
Ernest Harper estimates that a total 
of 48,000 new containers have by this 
time been filled, sealed and labled for 
consumption this winter.

lihood by going out into the woods 
and fields and searching for Indian

Dr. McGuire told me that he ships 
Indian relics to all corners of

When I visited his office

Like 
these other 
great 
instrumentalities 
for travel, the air ships have come to 
stay. Not one disaster or several dis­ 
asters will prevent their development 
or seriously affect their use. 
More and more people will employ 
them, and every succeeding day will 
employ them, and every 
succeeding 
day will witness their increasing pop­ 
ularity as a mode of traveling. 
The effort should be made though, 
and is now constantly being made to 
make them safe. 
To do this the very highest degree 
of care, skill and intelligence is 
re­ 
quired, not only by the owners of the 
air ways in the construction of their 
ships, but by all who have any con­ 
nection with them or are charged with 
any duty for their safety and good 
condition for flight. 
The laws promulgated by the gov­ 
ernment are both ample and specific, 
and if obeyed, danger in the use 
of 
airships would be reduced to a mini­ 
mum, and it is to the interest of those 
who operate them to follow the rules 
as promulgated. 
Not only should the pilots be tru st­ 
worthy and intelligent, having the ne­ 
cessary experience, but every part 
of 
the ships should be under the super­ 
vision of trained experts. There is no 
doubt that honest efforts have been 
made, and will continue to be made to 
fulfill these conditions of safety, but 
all of us know that in spite of every 
precaution that accidents will occas­ 
ionally happen. 
These are liable 
to 
occur anywhere or under any circum­ 
stances, and in spite of all human 
precautions to prevent them.

Estimates for 
hay, 
potatoes 
and some fruits also were lower. 
For the country as a whole, how­ 
ever, an average crop is expected. A 
composite of prospective yields for 
23 principal crops is 10.9 per cent 
above last year’s when drouth 
was 
wide-spread and 0.3 per cent below 
the average for the last ten years. 
A total corn production of 9,000,- 
000,000 bushels was estimated on the 
basis of the August 1 condition. The 
July 1 forecast was 2,968,000,000. 
The 1930 production 
was 2,094,- 
000,000, and the five-year 
average 
was 2,761,000,000. 
Corn was said to need rain badly, 
but in only a few important States 
was it already so seriously damaged j 
that it cannot recover. 
Production of all wheat this year
